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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-13 and 15-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is agreed that the 
prior art of record fail to teach or suggest alone or in combination, a portable lamp assembly 
including the combination of the limitations: "multiple switches (switch assembly) coupled to the 
multiple (pair of) twin tube PL fluorescent lamps respectively, wherein the multiple switches 
(switch assembly) control the multiple PL fluorescent lamps independently and a ballast circuitry 
configured to generate regulated power, wherein the regulated power is selectively provided to 
the multiple (pair of) twin tube PL fluorescent lamps by the multiple switches (switch assembly) 
wherein the ballast circuit is a solid state ballast circuit that includes at least one pair of 
oscillating transistors that are adapted to provide regulated power to start and operate the 
multiple (pair of) twin tube PL fluorescent lamps including multiple (pair of) twin tube PL lamps 
with integral starters" in a manner claimed in claims 2 and 10; and "a switch (switch assembly) 
coupled to the plurality of twin tube PL fluorescent lamps so as to allow the user to activate the 
plurality of twin tube PL fluorescent lamps; solid state ballast circuitry that generates regulated 
power which is provided to the plurality of twin tube PL fluorescent lamps wherein the ballast 
circuitry includes at least one pair of oscillating transistors that are adapted to provide regulated 
power to both start and operate the plurality of twin tube PL fluorescent lamps including PL 
fluorescent lamps with integral starters; a housing that defines a gripping surface to permit a user 
to hold the lamp assembly and lamp cavity that receives the plurality of twin tube PL fluorescent 
lamps wherein the housing defines an interior space that is sized to receive and retain the ballast 
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circuitry" in a manner claimed in claims 15 and 22. It is for these reasons in combination with 
all the other limitations in the independent claims 2, 10, 15 and 22, and in light of the terminal 
disclaimer filed on 2-08-06 that claims 2, 4-9, 10-13, 15-21 and 22-28 are allowable over prior 
art of record.
